Claim 3. A system according to Claim 1 , wherein the encrypted [[data]] sensitive 
information is retrieved from the implantable medical device over a non-secure 
connection and the encrypted [[data]] sensitive information is decrypted as th e s e ns i t i v e 
data using the crypto key. 



Claim 16. A method according to Claim 14, further comprising: 
retrieving the encrypted [[data]] sensitive information from the implantable 
medical device over a non-secure connection; and 

decrypting the encrypted data as th e sensitive [[data]] information using the 

crypto key. 
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Claim 28. An implantable medical device for securely maintaining sensitive 
information, comprising: 

an i mp l antab l e med i ca l dev i ce, compr i s i ng: 

a receiver to receive sensitive information via a long range interface and a copy 
of at least a part of the sensitive information via a short range interface; 

a memory to store the sensitive information encrypted using a crypto key 
uniquely associated w i th an i mp l antab le m e dical d e v i c e and to further store the copy as 
unencrypted data; and 

a secure interface to provide access to the stored sensitive information 

exclusively over a secure connection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6, 8-1 9, 21-30 are allowed.
